SKTTUXU WITH THE TUEASt'UKR. 


Receiving this sworn statement from 


tho Recorder, the Auditor gives his re- 
ceipt in return, whi ch enables the Re- 
corder to settle with tho County Treas- 
urer. On receiving this receipt, and the 
amount of money stated on its face, the 
Treasurer gives the Recorder his certifi- 
cate to the Auditor, who in return gives 
ft full receipt, which closes the transac- 
tion. It is apparent that the 'sworn 
statement of fees deposited with tho Au- 
ditor must exactly tally with the entries 
on tho fee-book, which book, under the 
nyittom pursued during Mr. Marstou's 
;orm of office, was tho only record of fees 
received iu tho Recorder's office. 
It 


would bo noit to impossible for an ex-' 
>ort to go through the other books of 
;hia office and ascertain the amount of 
'oos to which the office was entitled for 
my given month, and absolutely impos- 
litilo to determine the amount within say 
GOO or S300. 


JtAtlSTON's LAST SETTLEMENT. 


H. S. Marston entered upon his last 


torm of office as County Recorder March 
7th, 1875, which expired on the first 


j Monday of March, 1876. 
On that day 


lie entered the Auditor's office to make 
ii« lost settlement, and handed tho usual 
monthly statement (as described above,) 
•f> tho Auditor. That official, noticing 
;lmt erasures and changes had been made 
in tlio footings, and that on several pagen 
scnvio of tho figures in the amount carried 
for yard had also apparently been altered, 
called Marston'B attention to it. Mars- 
ton said that a mistake had been made 
in the footings* iu tho first part of the 
statement, and that in order to correct it 
ho had to carry the erasures and corrected 
fifjiircs through to the end. He offered 
to have a now and clean .statement made 
out, but tho Auditor replied to the pro- 
pinition to the effect that if the figures 
were then correct aud all right as aworn 
to, it was not necessary to go to that 
trouble; the statement would answer 
ovory purpose HS it wa«. 


Till: AMOUNT OK JT.IS SWORN TO 


In t.hii statement for the month of Feb- 
ruary, 18715, was S91S 35. Tho Auditor 
gave Marston the customary receipt for 
tho document and filed it carefully away 
in hi.i private office in a "pigeon-hole along 
with tno statements of previous months' 
receipts of fees—that is, where thos» doc- 
uments wero habitually kept. The pri- 
vate office is a small alcovo, without 
doom, opening olf tho lobby or vestibule 
of tho larger main Clerk's office. On one 
«ido nf the room is a vault where indict- 
ments and other valuable papers are 
kopt secure under lock and key. On the 
nid» of tho room opposite tho vault is a 
bank of pigeon-holes for the reception of 
papers. They are closed only by sliding 
iflasrf doors, to which there are no locks. 
Knowing whore any particular document 
Ii kopt, it »ould bo tho simplest matter 
In tho world for any person, during the 
lui «y 
business hours of any day to 


quietly stop into tho alcovo, slido back 
onn of the glass doors and abstract it. 
This would be the work of but a mo- 
inont, and tho casual stepping in there. 
oven jf noticed, would not be likely to 
excite suspicion. 


MABSTOS's FEE-BOOK MISSIXC. 


When the first Grand Jury einpan- 


nolcd after tho expiration of Marston's 
term of office paid the customary visit 
of inspection to tho various county offi- 
cc.i and examined into tho condition of 
tho Recorder's office, it was discovered 
that tho Recorder's foe-book had been 
abstracted, and this circumstance aroused 
a suspicion that there was something 
wrong in the ex-Recorder's accounts. A 
thorough search' was instituted, but tho 
book could not bo found, and inquiry was 
made of Marnton in regard to it. He 
stated that he had himself taken the 
book away, aa fcher« was some memo- 
randa in i't thatho wished tocopy, so as to 
make out some outstanding bills due him. 
Ono Wni. Tj. Church was a copyist in tho 
office, and Marston said that ho loft the 
book at tho »aloon of Wm. S. Searing, 
corner of Seventh street and Breadway, 
and directed Church to call there and get 
tho book and return it to the 'Bee-order's 
otfico where it belonged. On beiny ques- 
tioned, Church admitted taking tho book 
from Soaring's. >Ke testified before a 
subsequent Grand Jury that he "had it 
around town with him for an hour or 
two," but could not recollect what he did 
with it. 
UARATOK'ft 
8VTOHN STATEMENT MISSING. 


About this time the Auditor was as • 


tonished at the discovery that Marston's 
sworn statement, of fees received for tbe 
month of February, 1776—the lost month 
of his last term of service had been ab- 
stracted from the pigeon-hole in his pri 
vato ofiico,.where ho had carefulljr placed 
it. Mr. Reed, tho Auditor, patiently 
'iverhauled tho contents uf All the pigeon- 
holes in his private office, involving the 
laborious examination of several hundred 
documents, but no trace of the missing 
statement could bo found. Of course the 
remarkable coincidence between

to hia knowledge of tho business of the 
Recorder's office for the month of I'ebru 
ary, 1876. He stated that he had him

month. 


A 'WIDE MISOREPANOT. 


Mr. Ames further •asserted positivelj 


that the amount of fees received durin, 
that month WM §1,500, or thereabouts 
Instead of 9915 35 ne appeared in th 
memorandum made by the Auditor, whe: 
ho accepted the statement for that mont' 
from Mainton, and from which he copioc 
tho amount. A motive for the abstrac 
tlon of tho foo-book and the theft of th 
statement could now be seen, aud sus 
plclon that Marston was the guilty party 
wu increased -when Mr. Auien state 


•OBihively that VrhSilthe paper left his 
mnda it Was clean, nnd that no erasures 
>r alteratioijs'of ifjgures in the footings 
lad been made. He said that he added 
ip each column of figures twice, Betting 
down the amount in pencil, and that 
when all was correct the figures were put 
lown in ink and not afterward changed 
ip to the time the document left his 
lands. 
BEfOKE THE GRAND JOKY^ AND COUNTY 


COURT. 


The Grand Jury empanneled for the 


July term of the County Court of Xlameda 
county found on the 4th day of August, 
.870, two presentments against Marston. 
The first presentment, after the prelimi- 
lary incitement that Marston was on 
the 6th day of Maich, 1876, County Ee- 
corder of Alameda county, and that on 
;hat date he filed a statement with the 
bounty Auditor, which purported to be 
i sworn statement of all the fees received 
>y him during the month of February, 
1876, as Recorder, continues: "That the 
said Benjamin S. Marston failed to pay 
over to the County Treasurer all monpys 
collected by him during the said month of 
February, 1876, as fees in said office; 
that the fee-book was taken from said 
office at that time by the said Mivrston, 
nd that the said fee-book has not been 
returned thereto^ that the said state 
meut delivered to the said County Audi- 
ior has been abstracted from the office of 
;he said County Auditor." The present- 
ment was signed by J. W. Carrick, Fore- 
man of the Grand Jury. The second 
presentment charged that when Marston 
vas aucccded in office by Thos. A. Smith, 
le withheld and detained from the pos- 
ession of said Smith the official fee- 
)ook. A demurrer was filed by Bachel- 
ler & Moore, Marston's counsel, on the 
ground that the presentments did not 
tate facts sufficient to constitute a pub- 
ic offense. 
Ori the llth of August the 


case came lip in tho County Court before 
Fudge Nyo, and Mr. Moore, of defend- 
ant's counsel, asked permission to with- 
lra\v the demurrer, which was granted, 
n tho language of the official record: "It 
appearing to the Uourt that tho facts 
tat«d in tlie presentments do not consti- 
uto a public offense, the presentments 
vere ordered quashed." 


MAUSTON IK THE MINT. 


Marston in his card says: "I was ap- 


lointed to my present position in the 
Hint on the 4th day of June following 
the expiration of his term of office as 
Recorder], at which time there were no 
harges of any nature against me. *'

o hide his theft of public money. Al- 
hough the charges did not assume an 
fficial form until thoroughly ventilated

In justice to both Marston and Ames 
fio case should be brought to the atten-
